COLD  STORAGE  REPORT,  JULY  1,  1959 


Conmiodity  s-ummaiy 

Mid-year  stocks  of  orange  concentrate  were  the  largest  on  record,  according  to 
reports  received  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,    Stocks  totaled  14.6 <, 5  million  gallons 
on  July  1,  compared  with  3h  million  a  year  earlier  and  39  million,  the  195k-S9 
average  for  this  time  of  year.    Stocks  of  frozen  poultry  declined  as  expected  during 
June  but  less  than  average  and  less  than  a  year  earlier.    As  a  result,  July  1  stocks 
of  almost  197  million  pounds  were  unseasonally  high  for  the  date.    These  supplies 
were  about  two-fifths  larger  than  average  and  a  year  earlier »    Warehouse  stocks  of 
turkeys  were  worked  down  to  65  million  pounds  or  about  19  percent  under  a  year 
earlier,  yet  these  stocks  were  still  3  percent  larger  than  average  for  July  lo 
Frozen  vegetable  stocks  moved  contraseasonally  during  the  month,    A  5  million-pound 
downturn  brought  stocks  to  588  million  pounds.    This  is  in  contrast  to  a  lli  million- 
pound  gain  during  June  1958  and  an  average  June  increase  of  27  million  pounds,    July  1 
stocks  of  frozen  vegetables  were  7  percent  above  a  year  earlier  and  l5  percent  above 
average.    The  net  June  into -storage  movement  of  frozen  fruits  totaled  67  million 
pounds o    This  seasonal  gain  was  about  kO  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier  and  8  per- 
cent short  of  average.    Stocks,  -which  totaled  353  million  pounds  compare  vxith 
k26  million  on  July  1,  1958  and  average  July  1  holdings  of  328  million  pounds o 
Warehouse  stocks  of  cream,  up  8  million  from  a  month  earlier,  amounted  to  26  million 
pounds  on  July  1,    Holdings  of  American  cheese  were  increased  to  301  million  pounds, 
a  gain  of  28  million  over  iiie  previous  month's  holdingSo    Stocks  of  butter  totaled 
135  million  pounds  or  21  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier  and  ii5  percent  less  than 
average  July  1  stocks.    The  June  gain  in  shell  egg  holdings  was  light  compared  with 
previous  performance.    The  51^000  case  gain  brought  holdings  up  to  a  little  more  than 
1  million  cases.    Last  year  the  June  increase  was  lU7>000  cases  -while  198,000  is 
average.    Red  meat  holdings,  at  533  million  pounds,  were  more  than  one-third  larger 
than  a  year  earlier  and  3  percent  more  than  average « 

General  commodity  movement 

Refrigerated  stocks  in  warehouses  totaled  U«l  billion  pounds  on  July  1,    Of  this 
total,  1,3  billion  was  cooler-stored.    Stocks  of  most  cooler-held  products  were 
reduced  during  the  month  except  for  shelled  nuts,  evaporated  and  condensed  milk, 
cheese,  eggs,  and  beef.    Freezer  stocks  were  up  sli^tly  by  July  1,    A  50  million- 
pound  net  gain  brought  the  total  to  2,8  billion  pounds.    Stock  gains  were  reported 
only  for  cream,  butter,  eggs,  fruits,  and  juices  as  all  other  freezer-stored  stocks 
were  reduced  during  the  month , 

Storage  occupancy 

Utilization  of  both  cooler  and  freezer  space  in  public  refrigerated  warehouses 
increased  2  percentage  points  during  June^,     Cooler  occupancy,  at  5l  percent  on  July  1, 
was  2  points  above  a  year  earlier  but  7  points  below  averageo    The  occupancy  of 
cooler  space  in  Middle  Atlantic  States  remained  unchanged  from  a  month  earlier  while 
the  South  Atlantic  and  Mountain  States  were  do\'m  2  and  3  points,  respectivelyo  How- 
ever, all  other  regions  increased  from  2  to  5  points.     Freezer  occupancy  was  67  per- 
cent on  July  1,    Although  this  equaled  the  195U-58  average,  it  was  6  points  above  a 
year  earlier.    Pacific  States,  up  5  percentage  points,  accounted  for  most  of  the 
increase  in  freezer  occupancy.    However,  Middle  Atlantic,  East  North  Central,  South 
Atlantic,  and  East  South  Central  States  also  showed  increased  utilization  during 
Juneo 

Dairy  products 

Cream  stocks,  increased  by  8  million  pounds  during  June,  totaled  26  million  on  July  1, 
Stocks  -totaled  31  million  pounds  a  year  earlier  and  average  stocks  are  31  milliono 
American  cheese  stocks  totaled  301  million  pounds  on  July  1  for  a  net  gam  of  28  mil- 
lion during  June,    A  year  earlier,  stocks  totaled  3l6  million  pounds.    Average  stocks 
are  U6l  million.    A  seasonal  net  gain  of  31  million  pounds  in  butter  stocks  during 
June  brou^t  total  holdings  to  135  million  on  July  1,    This  was  21  percent  below 
holdings  a  year  earlier  and  U5  percent  below  average. 
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Poultry  products 

A  2  million-pound  reduction  in  total  poultry  meats  left  197  million  pounds  in  storage 
on  July  1»    These  stocks  were  I4I  percent  above  a  year  earlier  and  average,  Turkey 
stocks  totaling  65  million  pounds  on  July  1  compare  -with  80  million  pounds  in  storage 
last  year  this  date  and  average  stocks  of  6I4.  million  pounds.    Broiler  or  fryer  stocks 
at  2k  million  pounds  on  July  1  reflected  a  small  reduction  from  a  month  earlier* 
Stocks  totaled  l5  million  pounds  a  year  earlier*    Average  stocks  are  I6  million  pounds. 
Hen  (fowl)  stocks,  up  1  million  pounds  from  a  month  earlier,  totaled  59  million  on 
July  1,  thus  continuing  to  be  at  a  record  stock  level  for  this  time  of  year.  Shell 
egg  stock  increased  by  51^000  cases  during  June*    A  year  earlier  llj.7,000  cases  were 
moved  into  storage.    The  average  net  in-movement  is  198,000  cases.    Stocks  totaled 
1^)055^000  cases  on  July  lo    This  was  2k  percent  above  stocks  held  a  year  earlier  but 
3k  percent  below  average*    Frozen  egg  stocks  totaled  l5l  million  pounds  on  July  1 
for  a  net  gain  of  32  million  pounds  during  June*    Holdings  totaled  13k  million 
pounds  on  July  1,  1958.    The  1951|-58  average  stocks  are  171  million  pounds. 

Fruits j  vegetables,  and  juices 

Stocks  of  fresh  apples  still  in  storage  on  July  1  were  unusually  high  for  this  time 
of  year 5  totaling  lo5  million  bushels*    The  start  of  the  new  storage  season  for 
frozen  fruits  brought  a  67  million-pound  net  increase  in  stocks  which  raised  ware- 
house holdings  to  353  million  pounds.    Compared  with  holdings  of  a  year  earlier, 
current  stocks  were  17  percent  less  but  8  percent  larger  than  average.  Practically, 
all  of  the  gain  in  fruit  holdings  was  accounted  for  by  a  95  million-pound  increase 
in  stocks  of  strawberries  which  totaled  I89  million  pounds  by  July  1,    Stocks  of 
boysenberries  and  apricots  were  the  only  other  fruit  items  that  increased  during 
June,    For  all  other  fruit  items,  seasonal  mthdrawals  lowered  warehouse  holdings 
in  varying  amounts.    Stocks  of  cherries  were  reduced  the  most,  8  million  pounds, 
leaving  21  million  in  storage  on  July  1,    Previous  storage  patterns  indicate  June 
gains  in  stocks  of  frozen  vegetables*    This  year  a  contraseasonal  movement  lowered 
warehouse  stocks  by  5  million  pounds,  leaving  588  million  on  hand  by  July  1* 
These  supplies  were  l5  percent  larger  than  average  and  7  percent  above  the  stocks 
of  a  year  earlier*     Stock  reductions  in  lima  beans,  snap  beans,  broccoli,  and 
sprouts  were  heavier  than  a  year  earlier  and  offset  seasonal  gains  in  stocks  of 
the  other  vegetable  items.    Frozen  peas  totaled  ikO  million  pounds,  up  55  million 
from  a  month  earlier*    These  stocks  were  I8  percent  smaller  than  a  year  earlier 
but  8  percent  larger  than  average.    Orange  concentrate  stocks  were  at  a  record 
ii6o5  million-gallon  total,    A  3  million- gal  Ion  June  gain  raised  stocks  to  this 
level  and  stands  in  contrast  to  a  li  million-gallon  reduction  during  June  1958* 
On  July  1,  1958,  stocks  amounted  to  3U  million  gallons.    Average  holdings  for 
July  1  are  39  million  gallons* 

Meat  and  meat  products 

A  llU  million-pound  reduction  in  red  meats  during  June  left  533  million  in  storage 
on  July  1,    A  year  earlier  396  million  pounds  were  in  storage  while  average  stocks 
are  5l9  million.    Beef  stocks  were  reduced  by  22  million  pounds  during  June — about 
twice  the  average  net  reduction — contrasted  with  a  net  gain  of  8  million  a  year 
earlier.     Stocks  totaled  l5l  million  pounds  on  July  1*    This  was  39  percent  above 
a  year  earlier  and  30  percent  above  average*    Pork  stocks  were  reduced  by  77  mil- 
lion pounds  during  June  and  compare  with  net  reductions  of  33  million  a  year 
earlier  and  56  million,  the  average*    Holdings  were  down  to  288  million  pounds  on 
July  1,  37  percent  above  a  year  earlier  but  10  percent  below  average*    Most  of  the 
reductions  in  pork  stocks  were  in  frozen  pork  cuts,  down  7k  million  pounds.  By 
specific  frozen  cuts,  picnics  were  down  3  million;  hams,  down  I8  million;  bellies, 
down  31  million.
